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Introduction. 


1910  — 1935. 

Twenty-five  years  is  a period  of  time  which  this  year  has  been 
prominent  in  the  minds  of  both  young  and  old.  Current  events  have 
revived  interest  in  the  progress  and  noteworthy  events  of  this  country 
during  a reign  which  will  be  ever  outstanding  in  histoty. 

It  will  not  be  amiss,  therefore,  to  reflect  upon  the  progress  made 
towards  a healthier  town  and  compare  some  of  the  figures  recorded  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  1910  with  those  in  the  following 
pages. 

A population  of  34,833  persons  in  1910  has  now  been  reduced  by  over 

3.000,  largely  due  to  an  increasingly  greater  reduction  in  the  number  of 
births  as  compared  with  deaths.  The  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  20.5  to 
12.4  per  1,000,  whereas  the  death  rate  shows  a drop  of  only  0.84  per 

1.000.  This  shrinkage  may  appear  to  many  as  a beneficial  natural  cure 
for  unemployment;  to  the  longer-sighted,  however,  the  question  of  man- 
power twenty-five  years  hence  is  a factor  of  greater  importance.  A higher 
birth  rate  will  come  about  only  following,  and  as  the  result  of,  an 
improved  national  economic  position.  The  result  will  be  a number  of 
years  during  which  a larger  relative  proportion  of  the  populace  will  not 
have  reached  the  age  when  they  become  useful  citizens. 

The  difference  in  the  net  result  would  have  been  even  greater  had 
the  efforts  of  the  advocates  of  Child  Welfare  not  come  forward  with  very 
definite  ideas  upon  the  preventable  wastage  during  the  early  months  of 
life.  Had  this  same  degree  of  wastage  as  was  occurring  in  1910  obtained 
to-day,  the  deaths  of  infants  would  have  been  two  and-a-half  times  as 
great  as  is  actually  the  case;  of  every  1,000  then  born  141  died  before 
reaching  their  first  birthday,  whereas  the  present  corresponding  figure  is 
58.  The  Ladies’  Health  Society  of  Hyde  had  just  got  to  work  at  that 
time. 

Further  analysis  of  the  comparative  lists  of  the  causes  of  death  shows 
the  next  most  outstanding  feature  to  be  the  reduction  in  the  number  of 
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certain  infectious  diseases  and  the  marked  improvement  which  has 
occurred  in  the  fatality  rate  therefrom.  Enteric  Fever  claimed  15  cases, 
of  whom  4 died;  one  half  of  those  suffering  from  Diphtheria  died,  although 
Antitoxin  was  then  in  use;  two  out  of  three  died  from  Puerperal  Fever; 
one  in  every  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  died;  Erysipelas  numbered  39 
cases;  Tuberculosis  claimed  50  deaths;  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
together  claimed  25  deaths  of  children,  etc.  During  1924,  Enteric  Fever 
did  not  occur;  the  deaths  from  Diphtheria  numbered  one  in  50;  no  cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred;  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  Scarlet  Fever; 
Erysipelas  was  one-quarter  as  common;  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  dropped 
by  50  per  cent;  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  killed  only  4 children. 
These  figures  are  self-explanatory. 

The  period  under  review  includes  the  expansion  and  improvement  of 
the  Hospital  Service.  The  Borough  Hospital  had  not  long  been  opened 
on  its  present  site,  and  was  far  from  being  the  unit  now  existing. 
Twenty-five  years  should  reveal  many  changes  in  an  advancing  science, 
but  only  comparatively  recently  have  radical  changes  materialised. 
A block  of  ten  cubicles  and  an  operating  theatre  were  additions  during 
1933.  The  war  period  and  the  economic  depression  which  followed 
appear  to  have  been  responsible  for  many  years  of  financial  stringency 
towards  further  progress.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  1910 
was  69,  of  whom  46  per  cent  were  outside  cases,  whereas  last  year  352 
patients  were  admitted  and  of  whom  70  per  cent  were  sent  by  outside 
contributing  authorities.  The  population  now  served  beyond  Hyde  for 
Infectious  Diseases  alone  is  approximately  300,000  more  than  1910 — no 
account  being  taken  of  the  Tubercular  cases,  for  whom  33  beds  have  been 
retained  by  the  County  Council  and  occupied  since  1917. 

Nor  do  those  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  the  Institution  mean  to 
rest  upon  their  oars;  schemes  for  its  immediate  further  growth  are  at 
present  in  hand — schemes  whereby,  in  addition  to  the  amelioration  of  the 
suffering,  financial  gain  to  the  Corporation  will  undoubtedly  accrue. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  service  supplied  by  the  Aspland 
Maternity  Home,  which  can  claim  to  be  the  birthplace  of  469  infants 
during  the  34  years  since  the  opening  of  this  very  popular  institution. 

Expansion  of  the  health  services  include  also  various  clinics;  and  with 
the  present  trend  of  home  sanitation,  the  vast  increase  of  housing  super- 
vision now  carried  out  makes  the  comparative  figures  for  1910  appear 
infinitely  small. 

One  looks  forward  to  a further  twenty-five  years  such  progress  with 
no  inferiority  complex.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY 
THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 


(1)  For  Fevers  and  Tuberculosis. 

The  Hyde  Borough  Hospital,  to  which  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  occurring  in  the  Borough  together  with  the 
cases  sent  by  the  twelve  public  health  authorities  who  retain 
beds,  has  dealt  with  362  admissions  during  the  year.  This 
number  exceeds  the  past  three  years  average  by  55  patients. 
These  figures,  however,  do  not  indicate  in  a full  measure  the 
increased  pressure  put  upon  the  institution.  Numbers  do  not 
indicate  quality;  and  of  the  number  of  cases  to  the  31st  Decem- 
ber, 112  were  cases  of  Diphtheria.  This  number  exceeds  by 
three  times  the  average  for  the  past  three  years.  (The 
epidemic  commenced  in  October  and  continued  for  a period  of 
seven  months,  during  which  165  cases  were  admitted). 

By  skilful  use  of  the  Cubicle  Block  and  by  utilizing  the  old 
hospital  only  was  it  possible  to  deal  with  such  numbers  of  this 
disease.  Furthermore,  the  type  of  infection  was  of  the 
severest  experienced  for  many  years,  and  this  fact  necessitated 
prolonged  stay  in  hospital. 

All  cases  included  in  the  above  figures  had  the  diagnosis 
confirmed  bacteriologically,  whilst  many  other  cases  admitted 
as  Diphtheria,  but  not  so  confirmed,  are  included  amongst  the 
“Observation'’  cases  and  shown  as  such  in  the  following  tables 
5 and  6. 

It  is  worthy  to  record  that  amongst  the  112  cases,  the 
number  of  fatal  terminations  did  not  exceed  5.4  per  cent. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  totalled  120 — the  disease  being  of  the 
average  type  and  not  causing  any  undue  anxiety.  It  has  been 
found  that  by  reducing  the  period  of  isolation  from  6 to  4 
weeks  for  uncomplicated  cases  in  hospital,  no  increased  risk 
of  “return  cases”  was  apparent. 

Cases  of  “Mixed  Infection/’  e.g.,  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Chickenpox  or  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  occurred  upon 
occasion,  but  no  serious  outbreak  occurred  owing  to  the  use 
of  the  Cubicle  Block  as  a clearing  station,  through  which  148 
cases  passed  during  the  year. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Pavilion,  in  which  33  beds  are  available 
and  retained  by  the  County  Council  for  male  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis, was  kept  practically  fully  occupied  throughout  the 
year. 

Dr.  Henzell  reports  as  follows  regarding  a project  which 
would  be  financially  beneficial  to  the  Corporation  as  well  as  to 
the  sufferer  of  this  disease. 

“During  the  past  ,six  months  considerable  alterations  and 
extensions  have  been  projected  at  the  Hyde  Tuberculosis 
Pavilion  for  the  treatment  of  County  Tuberculosis  cases.  The 
Cheshire  County  Council  has  suggested  to  the  Hyde  Borough 
Council  that  the  need  for  more  female  Pulmonary  Hospital 
beds  for  local  cases  would  be  met  if  the  Borough  were  to  build 
a new  block  of  20  beds  for  female  cases  at  the  Borough 
Hospital,  the  County  to  have  the  use  of  this  block  under  terms 
similar  to  those  existing  at  present  for  the  male  block.  This 
new  block  would  practically  abolish  the  long  waiting-list  and 
would  be  used  largely  for  cases  resident  in  the  Hyde  area. 
There  would  moreover  be  accommodation  for  cases  in  which 
more  intensive  observation  in  Hospital  is  necessary  before  the 
presence  of  Tubercular  disease  can  be  definitely  established. 

“In  addition,  the  County  Council  has  intimated  that  modern 
methods  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
demand  that  the  Hospital  be  equipped  with  an  adequate  and 
modern  X-Ray  installation.  This  X-Ray  plant  would  serve  a 
dual  purpose;  it  would  be  used  for  the  control  of  the  treatment 
of  cases  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  County  Council  would  be  pre- 
pared to  hire  the  plant  at  an  agreed  figure  for  use  in  the 
diagnosis  of  cases  under  observation  at  the  dispensary,  thus 
making  the  installation  more  economic. 

“If  these  arrangements  are  satisfactorily  concluded,  they 
will,  together  with  the  excellent  Sanatorium  service  provided 
at  Market  Drayton,  make  the  County  organisation  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Hyde 
area  as  complete,  modern  and  efficient  as  any  in  the  Country.” 

(2)  For  Smallpox. 

The  Corporation  owns  a Smallpox  Hospital  of  30  beds, 
of  which  8 beds  are  retained  by  Hyde.  No  cases  of  this  disease 
were  admitted  during  the  year.

(4) .  Maternity. 

(a)  For  normal  cases  of  pregnancy  the  Council  have  provided  the 
Aspland  Maternity  Home,  with  accommodation  for  11  patients.  If  fully 
occupied  for  a complete  year,  286  patients  could  be  dealt  with  in  this 
institution.  The  number  of  admissions  continues  to  increase  each  year 
at  a rate  which  would  appear  to  indicate  an  early  increase  of  accommoda- 
tion or  of  the  fees  charged. 

(b)  For  abnormal  cases  the  Council  provide  for  suitable  treatment  in 
Ashton  Infirmary  and  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester.  During  the  year 
1934  two  cases  of  Difficult  Labour  were  sent  for  treatment.  Payment  for 
such  cases  is  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  per  week,  and  towards  this  amount  the 
patient  is  expected  to  contribute  to  the  Council  what  amount  she  can 
afford. 

(5)  Children. 

The  majority  of  children  are  sent  for  Hospital  treatment  to  Ashton 
Infirmary  and  the  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebury. 

(6)  . General  Hospitals. 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary 
and  Ashton  Infirmary  and  to  the  various  hospitals  in  the  district.  Con- 
tributions are  made  through  the  Mayor’s  Fund.  The  amount  distributed 
during  1934  was  ^1,252  9s.  6d.,  and  the  following  is  the  number  of 
patients  who  received  treatment  in  return  for  the  amount  received: —

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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 


(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  the  removal  of  Infectious 
Diseases  from  Hyde  and  the  various  outside  authorities  using  the  Borough 
Hospitals.  Both  are  kept  at  the  Fire  Station,  and  are  driven  by  members 
of  the  Fire  Brigade  Staff,  the  service  being  maintained  in  a highly  satisfac- 
tory manner. 

The  number  of  patients  so  conveyed  to  the  Hyde  Isolation  Hospital 
during  1934  was  241,  of  which  120  were  from  Hyde  itself,  and  121  from 
areas  outside  the  Borough. 

No  charge  is  made  for  cases  resident  within  the  Borough,  but  for 
outside  authorities  a standard  charge  is  made  plus  mileage. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases  : 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  these  purposes,  and  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

The  total  number  of  calls  in  the  Borough  upon  these  vehicles  during 
the  year  was  508;  60  were  cases  of  accident,  448  for  removals  to  and  from 
Hospitals,  etc. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  these  ambulances  for  cases  resident 
within  the  Borough,  but  in  the  case  of  removal  of  cases  to  Hospitals  a 
certificate  from  the  private  practitioner  is  required  to  prevent  abuse  of 
this  privilege.

(3)  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  at  Parsonage  Street  Centre,  on  the  1st,  2nd 
and  4th  Mondays,  from  2-15  p.m.  till  4-30  p.m. 

(4)  Dental  Clinic,  at  The  Mechanics’  Institute,  for  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5 years,  on  Saturdays,  from 
9-30  a.m.  till  12-30  p.m. 

(b)  Orthopaedic  Clinic  : 

At  Parsonage  Street  Centre,  on  Mondays,  from  10  a.m.  till  4-30 
p.m.  On  Wednesdays,  from  9-30  a.m.  till  12  noon.  The 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  on  the  third  Friday  of  each  month 
from  2 — 5 p.m.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

( a ) General  : 

Two  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  Hyde  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, which  is  affiliated  with  the  Queen  Victoria's  Jubilee  Nursing 
Association.  Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  calls  upon  the 
Nurses’  time,  it  would  appear  that  an  additional  Nurse  is 
required.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  visits,  e.g.,  9,673, 
paid  to  305  cases.  These  Nurses  do  not  attend  Maternity  or 
Infectious  cases. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases: 

No  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  the  supply  of  Nurses  to 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  for  which  hospital  accommodation  is 
not  available. 

(c)  Midwives  : 

There  are  10  Midwives  resident  in  Hyde,  four  of  which  are 
attached  to  the  Maternity  Home.  All  are  under  the  supervision 
of  the  County  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  for  human  consumption  is  purchased  in  bulk  from 
the  Manchester  Corporation,  who  carry  out  the  necessary 
examinations. 

The  following  particulars  of  Hyde’s  water  service  have 
kindly  been  supplied  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  average  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  the  popu- 
lation calculated  for  the  year  was  22.62  gallons  per  day,  of 
which  14.5  gallons  were  used  for  domestic  purposes,  and  the 
remaining  8.12  gallons  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

As  a result  of  the  dry  summer,  restrictions  upon  the  use 
of  water  were  urged,  although  no  steps  had  to  be  taken  to 
restrict  the  hours  of  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Apart  from  a few  short  lengths  of  main  sewers,  no 
important  change  has  occurred  in  the  length  of  the  drainage 
system,  which  has  a total  length  of  39.17  miles. 

The  position  regarding  the  sewage  works  extensions  is 
that  Government  permission  to  borrow  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  necessary  land  has  been  obtained.  A scheme  of 
extension  and  alteration  has  been  prepared  and  sanction 
sought  to  finance  it.  This  scheme,  involving  the  installation 
of  activated  sludge  apparatus  has  been  approved  in  principle 
but  is  subject  to  settlement  of  the  final  details. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  Mersey,  forms  one 
boundary  of  the  Borough.  A check  on  its  pollution  is  exer- 
cised by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Rivers  Board. 
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Closet  Accommodation.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  arrangements  in  operation  for  the  collection,  removal 
and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  remain  unchanged. 

The  Health  Department  continue  to  collect  and  remove 
house  and  trade  refuse,  and  to  dispose  of  some  by  controlled^ 
tipping. 

The  Sewage  Works  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
major  portion  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  incineration,  whilst 
the  Highways  Department  carry  out  street  cleansing  duties. 

Horses,  carts  and  team  labour  are  hired  as  required  from 
the  Teams  Department,  the  Health  Department  being  respon- 
sible for  its  own  motor  transport. 

The  following  table,  which  is  a copy  of  that  supplied  to

Refuse  Removal. 


The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  so  far  as  the  collec- 
tion of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  concerned  has  been  the 
introduction  of  two  mechanical  vehicles.  These  machines, 
each  of  seven  cubic  yards  capacity,  are  of  the  type  now 
familiar  in  cleansing  circles,  the  makers  being  Messrs. 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry.  Their  performance  may  be  judged 
from  the  fact  that  in  terms  of  bins  collected  they  do  the  work 
of  five  horses  harnessed  to  box  carts.  From  the  point  of  view 
of  comparative  cost,  little  can  be  said  at  this  juncture  except 
that  they  are  expected  to  become  an  economical  proposition. 

Certain  it  is  that  complaints  of  refuse  being  blown  about 
the  streets  have  been  eliminated  and  few  complaints  of  damage 
to  dustbins  are  received.  This  latter  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
owing  to  the  lesser  loading  height,  the  bin  does  not  come  into 
contact  with  the  vehicle  as  was  the  case  when  the  receptacle 
had  to  be  thrown  up  to  a greater  height. 

In  addition  to  the  mechanical  vehicles,  one  horse  and  cart 
is  employed  in  the  service  regularly  on  night  soil  removal  and 
other  miscellaneous  work,  other  teams  labour  being  hired  as 
required  at  holiday  and  rush  periods  from  the  Teams  Depart- 
ment. 

A satisfactory  feature  of  the  figures  given  overleaf  is  that 
although  the  number  of  premises  from  which  refuse  is  col- 
lected has  increased,  the  net  cost  is  less  than  in  the  previous 
year.  On  the  other  hand,  the  cost  per  ton  has  increased,  but 
this  is  due  to  the  lighter  character  of  the  refuse,  bulk  for  bulk, 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

On  the  whole  one  looks  back  over  the  past  twelve  months 
with  feelings  of  gratification  and  satisfaction. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The-  proposed  change-over  to  controlled  tipping  has  not 
yet  taken  place,  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  sanction  by  the 
Government  for  permission  to  borrow  money  to  finance  the 
proposed  sewage  works  extensions  has  not  so  far  been 
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granted.  It  will  be  remembered  that  refuse  is  used  to  raise 
steam  to  work  the  sewage  pumps  at  these  works.  When  con- 
sent to  finance  the  proposed  works  is  received  it  is  intended 
to  instal  electrically-operated  pumps  so  that  the  change-over 
to  the  newer  system  of  disposal  may  be  effected  without  wait- 
ing for  the  completion  of  the  work. 

In  the  meantime  the  site  of  the  main  tip  at  Hallbottom 
has  been  prepared — four  cottages  having  been  demolished, 
and  two  streams  which  ran  through  the  site  culverted  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Such  refuse  as  is  now  being  disposed  of  by  tipping  to 
relieve  night  work  at  the  destructor  is  conveyed  to  private  land 
at  Gerrards  Wood  Farm,  adjoining  Dowson  Road — no  charge 
being  made  for  the  use  thereof. 

The  increase  in  the  net  cost  of  disposal,  as  is  revealed 
when  the  figures  in  the  table  overleaf  are  compared  with  those 
of  the  previous  year,  is  accounted  for  entirely  by  the  decrease 
in  income  from  salvaged  wastes  and  to  repairs  carried  out  to 
the  destructor  furnaces  during  the  year.

Complaints  received  and  investigated 186 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

The  emission  of  black  smoke  is  limited  by  bye-law  to  two 
minutes  per  half-hour.  The  number  of  observations  taken 
was  23,  and  of  these  one  exceeded  the  time-limit,  giving  a 
reading  of  7 minutes  black  smoke.  The  cause  of  the  excessive 
emission  was  found  to  be  mechanical  breakdown. 

One  informal  notice  was  served  during  the  year.

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  two  common  lodging  houses  have  been  the  object  of 
the  usual  visitations  during  the  year,  and  were  found  to  be 
kept  satisfactorily.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 


New  Houses. 

A most  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year  under  considera- 
tion was  the  completion  of  370  new  houses,  which  is  the 
greatest  number  erected  in  this  Borough  in  any  one  year 
during  the  present  century.  The  credit  for  this  achievement 
lies  approximately  equally  between  the  Corporation  and 
private  enterprise. 

The  Council  completed  12  houses  on  the  Back  Bower  site 
and  also  176  on  the  Muslin  Street  (now  Talbot  Road)  site. 
The  latter  were  subject  to  a condition  laid  down  by  the 
Government  that  they  be  used  to  abate  overcrowding,  and 
lettings  were  made  to  persons  of  the  working  classes,  bearing 
that  principle  in  mind. 

Private  enterprise,  however,  proceeded  on  quite  a dif- 
ferent principle  and  erected  houses  for  which  there  was  a 
steady  sale.  These  generally  comprised  two  living-rooms, 
two  or  three  bedrooms  and  the  usual  domestic  offices,  costing 
£100  to  £600  according  to  situation  and  construction. 

Building  development  in  Hyde  is  interesting  to  the  on- 
looker, as  the  Borough  seems  to  be  taking  on  the  character 
of  a lung  of  the  denser  centres  close  at  hand.  Industrial 
development  appears  to  be  at  a standstill,  but  pastureland  is 
rapidly  giving  place  to  housing  sites  and  the  higher  ground  to 
the  south  of  the  town  is  ripe  for  preservation  in  order  to  pro- 
vide a source  of  recreation  for  the  tired  town  worker. 


Defective  Houses. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  five  years’  programme  of 
slum  clearance  has  proceeded  apace.  The  programme  origin- 
ally comprised  three  small  clearance  areas,  the  larger  Charles 
Street  area,  and  a number  of  individual  houses  and  groups  of 
houses.  It  was  thought  at  the  outset  better  to  concentrate 
on  the  smaller  areas  and  individual  houses  which  were  likely 
to  prove  difficult  from  the  administrative  point  of  view,  before 
work  was  started  on  the  larger  area.

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The  procedure  respecting  the  repair  of  houses  is  the  same 
as  in  previous  years,  Table  10  giving  particulars  of  notices 
served  and  action  taken.  In  addition  10  notices  served  prior  to 
the  year  under  consideration  were  followed  up,  and  the 
necessary  works  executed  in  default  of  the  owner  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  Department.  The  Town  Clerk’s  Depart- 
ment were  responsible  for  the  recovery  of  the  cost  of  work 
done. 

Again  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  work  under  the  Housing 
Acts  has  been  concentrated  upon  to  the  exclusion  of  much 
routine  inspection  work.  Should  this  pressure  on  the  Depart- 
ment continue,  the  duties  imposed  by  statute  can  be  executed 
only  by  the  provision  of  additional  staff. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  register  of  cow-keepers  at  the  close  of  the  year  con- 
tained 39  names,  whilst  the  number  of  persons  on  the  register 
of  milk  purveyors  was  112. 

By  provision  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order, 
1923,  two  dealers’  licences  were  granted,  one  for  the  sale  of 
Grade  “A’’  Milk,  and  one  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk. 

There  are  no  producers  of  graded  milks  in  the  Borough.

Total  Bacteria!  Count. 

Again  it  has  to  be  reported  that  the  routine  examination 
of  milk  samples  for  bacterial  count  as  evidence  of  dirty 
methods  of  production  had  to  be  abandoned  for  the  year. 
This  was  solely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pressure  of  more 
urgent  work  became  more  intense,  and  the  elimination  of  un- 
fit houses  had  to  take  pride  of  place  over  the  control  of  the 
milk  supply. 

Test  by  Inoculation  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Of  the  88  samples  collected  during  the  year  for  examina- 
tion by  this  method,  10,  or  12.05  per  cent  were  found  to  con- 
tain the  Tubercle  Bacillus.  In  all  cases  where  positive  results 
were  obtained  the  appropriate  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  notified,  the  offending  animal  traced  and  destroyed 
in  accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations  is  given  in  Table  14,  and  amounts  to  132 
for  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  as  suffering  from  this 
disease  was  45,  the  cases  being  distributed  throughout  the 
months  of  the  year.  The  epidemic  of  the  previous  year, 
therefore,  was  not  continued  during  1934. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  50,  of  which  14  were 
subsequently  not  confirmed  by  bacteriological  findings.  This 
number  exceeds  greatly  the  usual  number  notified  in  recent 
years.  Most  of  the  cases  were  resident  in  the  Newton  area, 
and  of  the  36  positive  cases,  two-thirds  attended  one  particu- 
lar school.  In  spite  of  efforts  to  trace  the  carriers  of  the 
infection,  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  school  for  14 
days.  This  action  proved  sufficient  to  exterminate  the 
epidemic. 

Among  the  cases  were  many  who  suffered  from  a severe 
degree  of  infection,  but  only  one  case  terminated  fatally. 

Pneumonia. 

As  the  number  of  cases  registered  as  having  died  from 
this  disease  exceeds  the  number  notified,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
notification  of  all  cases  has  not  been  followed  out  by  the 
Medical  Practitioners.

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  which 
enforce  anyone  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  to  give  up  his  or 
her  employment  in  the  interests  of  the  General  Public.  Nor 
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has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  section  62  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  which  confers  powers  to  compel 
any  person  to  be  removed  to  hospital  on  the  ground  that  there 
is  serious  risk  of  infection  to  other  persons. 

The  District  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  L.  I.  Henzell, 
M.D.,  B.Sc.,  D.P.H.,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
statement  regarding  Tuberculosis  work  in  the  area.

Included  in  the  Tuberculous  are  three  (3)  who  came  to 
reside  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  from  an  address  out- 
side the  Borough.  Five  (5)  patients  were  discharged  during 
the  year  as  “Recovered.” 

In  addition  to  the  examinations  carried  out  during  the 
year  at  the  Dispensary,  61  persons  were  examined  at  their 
own  homes,  of  whom  13  were  seen  in  consultation  with  their 
own  private  practitioners.  In  addition  135  other  consultations 
were  held  with  general  practitioners  : 421  visits  were  paid  by 
the  Health  Visitor  to  homes  of  patients.

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SECTION  IV. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  Local  Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  addition  to  the  provision  of  two  Mater- 
nity and  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  a Maternity  Home,  the 
part-time  services  of  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  three 
nurses  are  available  for  the  work. 

Ante-Natal  Service. 

The  importance  of  extending  the  health  service  in  this 
direction  has  been  stressed  in  recent  reports,  and  by  the 
extended  use  of  the  Corporation’s  Maternity  Home  ante-natal 
work  is  increasing. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  every  Monday,  except  the 
third  Monday  of  the  month,  at  Parsonage  Street  Centre.

The  increase  is  very  gratifying,  but  only  one-third  of  the 
cases  occurring  in  the  Borough  attended.

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The  Maternity  Home. 

The  Municipal  Maternity  Home  has  accommodation  for 
eleven  patients  and  is  staffed  by  a Matron  and  four  fully 
trained  Nurses  who  hold  also  the  certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board. 

Patients  in  the  Home  have  the  option  of  being  attended 
by  their  own  medical  practitioner,  and,  if  necessary,  by  a 
specialist  in  midwifery,  and  in  order  not  to  debar  any  class 
from  gaining  admission  the  fees  charged  are  to  a certain 
extent  elastic,  depending  upon  the  patient’s  income.  In  the 
case  of  non-residents  in  Hyde  the  fees  charged  are  upon  a 
higher  scale. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  Home  are  made  on  a 
prescribed  form,  and  options  are  given  to  the  applicants 
regarding  (a)  the  type  of  ward,  (b)  the  attendance  of  doctor 
and  midwife  or  midwife  only,  (c)  the  payment  of  full  or 
reduced  fees.  » 

It  is  a rule  that  no  patient  is  admitted  who  has  not  been 
examined  ante-natally  prior  to  admission. 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  an  increase  of  50  patients 
compared  with  last  year;  more  than  one-third  of  the  total 
confinements  amongst  Hyde  residents  took  place  in  this 
institution.  With  the  increase  of  usage  of  this  institution  and 
the  uncertainty  of  the  actual  dates  of  admission,  there  are 
times  when  the  accommodation  has  been  found  inadequate. 
When  such  occasions  have  arisen,  bed  accommodation  has 
been  provided,  but  it  will  be  appreciated  that  for  long  periods 
overcrowding  of  the  wards  is  detrimental  to  the  patient’s 
recovery  and  a source  of  anxiety  to  those  in  charge,  should 
any  condition  of  an  infectious  nature  occur.

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It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  total,  25  per  cent,  of  the 
children  died  from  causes  largely  attributable  to  their  exist- 
ence prior  to  birth,  and  that  approximately  25  per  cent  died 
within  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  calculated  upon  the  number  of 
such  deaths  per  thousand  births  registered  is  therefore  58.0, 
compared  with  a figure  of  59  for  the  country  as  a whole,  and 
63  for  the  121  largest  towns.

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The  following-  schools  have  been  decorated  during  1034  : 
Gee  Cross  Council,  Godley  Infants,  Greenfield  Street,  St. 
Mary’s,  and  St.  Paul’s. 

With  the  completion  of  Holy  Trinity  and  Godley  Infant 
School  Yards,  all  the  schools  in  the  Borough  are  well  pro- 
vided in  this  respect. 

The  occupation  of  17(>  Council  houses  in  the  Newton 
Estate  has  thrown  a strain  upon  the  accommodation  available 
at  St.  Mary’s  School,  evidence  of  which  is  apparent  by  the 
overcrowded  conditions  in  the  class  rooms  in  that  School. 
This  fact  added  to  the  position  of  the  coke  furnace,  whereby 
fumes  are  liable  to  penetrate  the  building,  will  necessitate  the 
need  for  greater  attention  being  paid  to  adequate  ventilation 
of  the  class  rooms. 

II—  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  PREMISES  AND  STAFF. 

The  School  Clinic  is  situated  in  a central  position  of  the 
town  to  which  easy  access  is  possible  for  the  great  majority  of 
the  school  population.  The  accommodation  is  adequate  and 
consists  of  a waiting  room,  a consultation  room,  a dental 
surgery,  and  a minor  ailment  dressing  room.  The  furnishings 
and  internal  decorations,  however,  do  not  enhance  the  value 
of  the  premises  ; these  rooms  could  be  vastly  improved  by  the 
choice  of  paint  work  which  would  show  where  soap  and  water 
is  required. 

The  following  Clinics  are  held  in  these  premises  and  have 
for  their  object  the  treatment  of  children  whose  parents  are 
not  in  a position  to  obtain  this  elsewhere. 

1,  — Minor  Ailments  : — 

Daily  9 — 12  a.m.,  to  deal  with  any  minor  ailments  to  which 
children  are  susceptible.  A School  Nurse  is  in  attendance.  On 
Mondays  and  Thursdays,  a Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance. 

2. — Eye  Clinic. 

Mondays  and  Thursdays,  11 — 12  a.m.,  to  deal  with  the 
cases  of  defective  vision  found  during  routine  and  special 
inspections.  A Medical  Officer  and  Nurse  are  in  attendance. 
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3. —Dental  Clinic. 

Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  9-30 — 12-30  and 
1-45 — 4-30  (Saturdays  9-30 — 12-30  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Cases  only)  to  deal  with  cases  found  to  require  treat- 
ment during-  routine  dental  inspection  at  the  schools,  and  to  a 
lesser  degree  to  treat  special  cases  referred  by  teachers  and 
parents  as  a matter  of  urgency.  A Dental  Surgeon  and 
attendant  are  present. 

Anaesthetic  Clinic,  one  per  month — to  deal  with  multiple 
extraction  and  septic  cases.  A visiting  Anaesthetist  and  Nurse 
are  in  attendance  in  addition  to  the  Dentist  and  attendant.

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III.  CO-ORDINATION  WITH  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES 

No  line  of  demarcation  exists  between  the  schemes  in  force 

for  dealing  with  the  child  population  of  the  Borough.  These 
schemes  continue  to  work  extremely  satisfactorily. 

IV.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AT  SCHOOLS. 

(1)  Routine  Inspection. — These  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board 

of  Education  and  the  children  examined  were  of  the  following 
age  groups,  viz  : — 

Entrants,  Intermediates  (8  years  of  age)  and  Leavers 
(12  years  of  age). 

The  object  of  such  inspections  is  to  detect  any  predis- 
posing or  obvious  defect  which  is  preventing  or  likely  to 
prevent  the  child  obtaining*  full  benefit  from  the  educational 
facilities  provided. 

The  number  examined  was  1,179. 

The  number  of  parents  who  attended  at  the  times  of  in-

The  fact  that  16.2  per  cent  of  the  cases  examined  were 
found  to  require  medical  attention,  proves  the  need  of  this 
service.  In  addition  to  these,  23  per  cent  were  considered 
cases  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

(2) — Special  Inspections. — Children  of  all  ages  come 
under  this  category  and  have  been  referred  to  the 
Medical  Officer  for  an  opinion  either  at  the  School  Clinic  or 
during  the  visit  to  school  to  carry  out  the  Routine  examina- 
tions. The  number  examined  was  1,047. 
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(3)- — Re-inspections. — All  children  found  defective  during' 
Routine  or  Special  Inspection  are  re-examined  periodically 
until  the  condition  has  been  remedied.  The  number  examined 
in  this  category  was  2,356. 

The  details  and  classification  of  these  inspections  are 
recorded  in  Tables  I and  II. 

V.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  AND  ARRANGEMENTS 

FOR  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Malnutrition. 

In  this  category  only  cases  of  the  very  obviously  under- 
nourished child  can  be  placed.  Few  such  cases  come  to  the 
notice  of  the  Medical  Officers  during  Routine  Inspection,  but 
there  are  many  children  who  are  nevertheless  not  well 
nourished.  In  future  all  those  examined  will  be  classified 
according  to  their  nutritional  standard,  ranging  in  four 
degrees  from  Excellent  to  Bad,  and  by  so  doing  it  is  hoped 
that  the  results  obtained  will  form  the  basis  of  enquiry  into 
the  type  of  food,  home  conditions,  etc.,  which  most  children 
require  for  maintaining  a healthy  school  life. 

(b)  Uncleanliness. 

An  average  of  three  visits  per  school  is  paid  by  the  School 
Nurses  for  the  purpose  of  examining  all  children  for  dirty 
and  verminous  conditions. 

Of  the  11,906  examinations  made,  253,  or  2.1  per  cent., 
were  considered  not  ‘clean.’ 

The  great  majority  of  cases  are  cleansed  at  home  by  the 
parents,  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  keep  their  children  clean, 
but  in  11  cases  where  parental  control  was  lacking  the  con- 
dition was  treated  at  the  School  Clinic. 

(o)  Minor  Ailments. 

The  conditions  grouped  under  this  heading  are  enumer- 
ated in  Table  IV,  Group  1,  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The 
majority  are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic,  where  6,551 
attendances  were  made  by  children  and  2,157  by  parents. 

Cases  of  severe  Ringworm  of  the  scalp  are  referred  to 
the  Manchester  Skin  Hospital  for  X-Ray  Treatment — there 
having  been  none  for  the  year  1934. 
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(d)  Visual  Defeats. 

The  eyesight  of  all  children  is  tested  at  eight  years  of  age, 
and  again  at  twelve  years  of  age,  as  a matter  of  routine 
procedure. 

Of  the  883  routine  examinations  of  eight  and  twelve  years 
old  children,  49  or  approximately  six  per  cent.,  were  found 
to  require  spectacles. 

The  Eye  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly,  and  the  majority  of 
the  children  obtain  their  spectacles  through  the  Authority’s 
Scheme,  whereby  there  is  no  cost  to  the  parents  for  the 
examination  and  the  prescribing  of  spectacles.  The  cost  of 
the  spectacles  never  exceeds  4s.,  and  in  necessitous  cases  this 
cost  may  be  borne  partially  or  wholly  by  the  local  Education 
Authority. 

The  number  of  cases  examined  at  the  Clinic  was  91,  and 
93  were  ordered  spectacles.  Included  amongst  this  number 
are  many  who  were  brought  for  re-testing  the  eyes,  with  a 
view  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the  spectacles  in  use. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 

The  number  of  new  cases  found  to  have  Chronic  Tonsilitis, 
Adenoids,  or  both  combined,  was  48,  while  a further  119  were 
recorded  as  requiring  to  be  kept  under  observation  for  the 
same  cause. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Local  Authority’s  Scheme,  49 
operations  were  carried  out  in  Ashton  Infirmary  by  a consul- 
tant surgeon,  and  every  case  subsequently  examined  by  your 
Medical  Officers  with  a view  to  the  results  obtained. 

Only  in  those  cases  where  definitely  ailing  conditions  are 
due  to  the  presence  of  unhealthy  noses  and  throats,  has  opera- 
tive treatment  been  advised  by  your  Medical  Officers.  The 
improved  conditions  of  the  teeth  and  the  large  number  of 
throat  operations  in  previous  years,  must  also  be  considered 
factors  in  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  operations  for  the 
removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 
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(f)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing 

Cases  of  “discharging  ears”  continue  to  be  treated  as 
minor  ailments  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  account  for  a large 
percentage  of  the  number  of  attendances  and  treatment 
carried  out. 

Three  deaf  children  are  attending  Henshaw’s  School  for 
the  Deaf. 

(g)  Dental  Disease. 

The  Dental  Surgeon  reports  as  follows : — 

Dental  Inspection  was  carried  out  in  all  the  elementary 
schools  in  Hyde  during  1934.  Of  the  3,317  children  examined, 
45  per  cent,  were  found  to  require  treatment.  This  figure  is 
very  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
with  the  very  valuable  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers  in 
many  of  the  Infant  Schools,  where  tooth-brush  drill  has  been 
instituted,  this  figure  will  be  reduced. 

The  facilities  provided  for  the  removal  of  teeth  under 
General  Anaesthesia  is  much  appreciated.  Ten  such  sessions 
were  held  during  the  year,  an  experienced  Anaesthetist  being 
in  attendance. 

The  case  of  the  “casual  attender”  who  comes  with  tooth- 
ache after  persistently  refusing  conservative  treatment,  is  the 
cause  of  loss  of  valuable  time,  not  to  mention  the  irreparable 
damage  to  the  child’s  mouth.  The  question  of  such  children 
receiving  treatment  only  for  the  relief  of  pain  should  be  con- 
sidered. If  a child  is  to  leave  school  with  sound  teeth,  regular 
dental  inspection  and  treatment  when  necessary  is  essential. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  by  both  parents  and 
teachers  that  the  object  of  School  Dentistry  is  the  examina- 
tion and  subsequent  treatment  of  cases  selected  by  the  Dental 
Surgeon — not  the  type  of  case  who  makes  use  of  the  Clinic 
to  suit  his  own  convenience.  Numerous  cases  must  of  neces- 
sity be  turned  away,  as  the  time  allowed  is  fully  occupied  by 
those  cases  whose  parents  accept  and  keep  the  appointments 
made  for  their  children.

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

The  Education  Committee  pays  £30  per  annum  to  the 
Hyde  Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee  in  return  for  which 
any  cases  coming  under  this  category  may  be  examined  and 
treated  by  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre. 

There  are  eighteen  crippled  children  of  school  age, 
fifteen  of  whom  have  received  treatment  during  the  year.  In 
addition,  a large  number  of  the  children  receive  Artificial 
Sunlight  at  this  same  Clinic. 

VI.— Following  Up  and  Other  Work  Of  The  School  Nurses. 

The  School  Nurses  paid  home  visits  as  under  : —

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Their  duties  also  include  the  preparation  of  children,  prior 
to  their  routine  examination  by  a doctor  and  at  which  they 
attend,  attendance  at  re-inspection  sessions  in  the  schools,  the 
examination  of  all  children  three  times  annually  for  uncleanli- 
ness, and  attendance  at  the  clinics  to  carry  out  treatment 
advised  by  a doctor.

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Diphtheria. 

Of  the  32  cases  of  Diphtheria  recorded  above,  24  occurred 
amongst  children  attending  Flowery  Field  School  during  the 
period  September  29th  to  December  28th.  Insidious  in  its 
onset,  the  epidemic  from  its  commencement  spread  in  all  three 
departments,  and.  in  spite  of  close  observation  for  “carrier” 
cases,  continued  in  increasing  degree  until  it  was  considered 
necessary  to  close  the  school  on  the  5th  November. 

After  re-opening  on  the  16th  November  the  notification  of 
cases  which  had  by  then  numbered  20,  all  but  ceased — only 
four  cases  occurring  during  the  remaining  six  weeks  of  the 
year. 

Although  in  the  majority  of  instances  it  is  possible  to 
detect  the  source  of  infection  and  allow  the  school  in  question 
to  remain  open,  in  this  particular  instance  the  decision  to  close 
was  made  on  account  of  the  infection  not  being  confined  to 
one  particular  class  or  department. 

The  disease  was  of  the  severe  type  and  one  death 
occurred. 

The  remaining  eight  cases  occurred  in  circumstances 
which  did  not  lead  to  any  but  the  usual  precautions  being 
taken  against  spread  of  infection. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  34  cases  which  were 
distributed  over  all  the  schools  and  months  of  the  year — there 
being  no  epidemic  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word. 

Measles  and  Chicken  Pox. 

Measles  and  Chicken  Pox  together  claimed  520  cases — 
both  occurring  in  epidemic  form. 
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CASES  OF  SCARLET  FEVER  OCCURRING  AMONGST  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  DURING  THE  YEAR  1934.

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During  the  year,  eight  certificates  were  granted  to  schools 
where  the  attendances  fell  below  60  per  cent,  for  any  one 
week  due  to  infectious  diseases.  In  one  instance  it  was  found 
necessary  to  close  a school  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection.  (Flowery  Field — Diphtheria,  5/11/34  to  16/11/34).

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Following  the  provisions  contained  in  Circular  1437  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Education  on  the  5th  September,  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  local  farmers  to  supply  l/3rd  pint  of 
milk  at  the  cost  of  |d.  to  the  school  children  daily.  The  milk 
is  delivered  in  bottles  and  consumed  at  10.30  a.m.  In  all  cases 
the  source  of  the  milk  supply  has  received  the  attention  of  the 
Health  Department. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  2,271  of  the  4,102  children  on  the 
registers  were  having  this  milk. 

Any  child  who  appeared  to  your  Medical  Officers  to  be 
under-nourished  but  unable  to  pay  for  milk  was  recommended 
to  have  this  supplied  free  of  cost — the  number  being  77.  Such 
cases  will  be  re-examined  at  stated  periods  with  a view  to 
continuing  the  supply. 

That  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  scholars  avail  themselves  of 
this  nutriment  is  a regrettable  fact  as  the  food  value  obtained 
at  such  a low  cost  during  the  growing  age  is  highly  desirable. 

IX.— BATHS  AND  SWIMMING. 

The  older  scholars  in  the  schools  attend  the  Public  Baths 
as  part  of  the  School  Curriculum,  and  at  a cost  borne  by  the 
Education  Committee.  Teachers  accompany  the  children, 
and  instructions  are  given  in  Swimming,  Life  Saving,  etc. 

In  order  to  encourage  this  form  of  exercise  the  following 
prizes  are  awarded  annually : — 

Leadbitter  Knott  Challenge  Cup:  For  individual  com- 
petition amongst  Hyde  School  Girls. 

Shepley  Challenge  Cup:  For  individual  competition 
amongst  Hyde  School  Boys. 

The  Brogden  and  Fowden  School  Challenge  Shield:  For 
team  swimming  competitions  amongst  the  Hyde  Elementary 
Schools  (Boys). 

The  Wood  Challenge  Shield:  For  team  swimming  com- 
petitions amongst  the  Hyde  Elementary  Schools  (Girls). 

In  addition,  the  Baths  Committee  grant  30  free  season 
tickets  entitling  the  holders  to  the  use  of  the  Corporation 
Baths.  These  are  competed  for  annually. 

X.— CO-OPERATION. 

The  assistance  given  to  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
by  Teachers  and  the  School  Attendance  Officer  is  appreciated. 
Lack  of  accommodation  occasions  difficulties  in  some  schools, 
but  the  interest  shown  by  the  teachers  in  the  work  of  medical 
and  dental  inspection  renders  these  difficulties  less  acute  than 
might  otherwise  be  the  case.  The  teachers  help  to  a great 
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extent  in  insisting  upon  the  attendance  at  clinics  of  those 
children  for  whom  appointments  have  been  made  for  treat- 
ment. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  prevent  the  wastage  of  time 
which  may  occur  by  such  attendances  as  are  made  for  trivial 
conditions  which  often  arise  during  the  Arithmetic  lesson. 

The  work  of  the  Medical  Services  has  a definite  bearing 
upon  the  school  attendance,  and  for  this  reason  constant  touch 
is  maintained  with  the  School  Attendance  Officer. 

Parents  are  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  sympathetically 
inclined  towards  the  medical  examination  of  the  children  and 
that  this  is  so  is  evidenced  by  the  number  who  attend  with  the 
children  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

XI.— BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

The  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
detection  of  the  above  conditions  are  followed  throughout, 
although  in  the  case  of  Mentally  Defective  cases  no  Special 
School  accommodation  has  been  provided. 

The  number  found  is  given  in  Table  III  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

XII.— PARENTS’  PAYMENTS. 

In  all  cases  where  operations  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids, 
X-Ray  treatment  of  Ringworm,  the  provision  of  Spectacles 
and  the  supply  of  nourishments  are  prescribed,  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  parents  to  provide  a statement  of  income,  etc.,  upon 
the  consideration  of  which  the  amount  of  payment  for  such 
treatment  is  decided. 

In  the  case  of  minor  ailments  and  dental  treatment  a con- 
tribution box  is  provided  in  the  School  Clinic. 

XIII.— EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  ACTS. 

The  number  of  children  to  whom  Employment  Certificates 
were  granted  during  the  year  was  25.  These  children  are 
allowed  to  do  such  work  as  selling  newspapers,  delivering 
milk,  etc.,  after  school  hours,  provided  their  physical  condition 
is  not  adversely  affected  thereby,  so  as  to  cause  loss  of  school 
attendance.

(a)  The  return  refers  to  a complete  calendar  year. 

(b)  This  heading  relates  solely  to  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  tire 
three  ordinary  age  groups,  i.e.,  to  medical  inspection  carried  out:  — 

(i)  in  compliance  with  article  17  of  the  Consolidated  Regulations 

relating  to  Special  Services — Grant  Regulations  No.  19; 

(ii)  on  the  school  premises  (or  at  a place  specially  sanctioned  by 

the  Board)  ; 

(iii)  for  the  purpose  of  making  a report  on  each  child  on  the  lines 

of  the  approved  Schedule  set  out  in  Circular  582. 

(c)  Under  this  heading  would  be  recorded  routine  inspections  of 
children  who  do  not  fall  under  the  three  code  age-groups,  e.g.,  routine 
inspections  of  a fourth  age-group  or  of  other  groups  of  children,  as  distinct 
from  those  who  are  individually  selected  on  account  of  some  suspected  ill- 
health  for  “Special”  Inspection. 

(d)  A Special  inspection  is  a medical  inspection  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  himself  or  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  on  his  staff  of  a child 
specially  selected  or  referred  for  such  inspection,  i.e.,  not  inspected  at  a 
routine  medical  inspection  as  defined  above.  Such  children  may  be  selected 
by  the  Medical  Officer  during  a visit  to  the  school  or  may  be  referred  to 
him  by  the  Teachers,  School  Nurses,  Attendance  Officers,  Parents,  or 
otherwise,  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  or  elsewhere.  If  a child  happens  to 
come  before  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  special  inspection  during  a year 
in  which  it  falls  into  one  of  the  routine  groups,  its  routine  inspection 
should  be  entered  in  Part  A of  Table  I,  and  its  special  inspection. 

(e)  Under  this  heading  are  entered  the  medical  inspections  of  children 
who  as  the  result  of  a routine  or  special  inspection  come  up  later  on  for 
subsequent  inspection,  whether  at  the  school  or  at  the  Inspection  Clinic. 
The  first  inspection  in  every  case  is  entered  as  a routine  or  special  inspec- 
tion as  the  case  may  be.  Every  subsequent  inspection  of  the  same  defect 
is  entered  as  a re-inspection. 

Attendances  for  treatment  by  a Nurse,  or  for  examinations  by  anyone 
other  than  a Doctor  on  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  are  not 
recorded  as  medical  inspections.

NOTES  ON  TABLE  III. 


(a)  This  Table  includes  all  children  in  the  area  for  whom  the  Local 
Education  Authority  are  responsible  and  who  (except  in  the  case  of  chil- 
dren suffering  from  epilepsy  which  is  not  severe  and  certain  classes  of 
tuberculous  and  crippled  children)  have  been  ascertained  to  be  blind,  deaf, 
defective,  or  epileptic  within  the  meaning  of  Part  V of  the  Education  Act, 
1921.  It  is  the  statutory  duty  of  every  Local  Education  Authority  formally 
to  ascertain  all  defective  children  in  their  area  irrespective  of  the  actual 
provision  now  made  for  their  instruction  in  Special  Schools.  Every 
Authority  should  have  a complete  list  of  such  children,  compiled  from 
returns  made  continuously  during  the  year,  and  recorded  in  this  Table  as 
it  stands  on  the  last  day  of  each  calendar  year. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Table,  no  child  is  included  whose  defect  has 
not  been  ascertained  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  or  a medical  member  of 
the  Authority's  staff.  Children  ascertained  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of 
the  County  are  included. 

The  definitions  of  defective  children  as  given  in  the  Act  are  as  follows: 

A blind  child  is  a child  who  is  too  blind  to  be  able  to  read  the  ordinary 
school  books  used  by  children. 

A deaf  child  is  a child  who  is  too  deaf  to  be  taught  in  a class  of  hearing 
children  in  an  elementary  school. 

Mentally  and  Physically  Defective  children  are  children  who,  not 
being  imbecile  and  not  being  merely  dull  and  backward,  are  defective, 
that  is  to  say,  children  who  by  reason  of  mental  or  physical  defect  are 
incapable  of  receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the  ordinary 
public  elementary  schools,  but  are  not  incapable  by  reason  of  that  defect 
of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  such  special  classes  or  schools  as 
under  Part  V of  the  Act  may  be  provided  for  defective  children. 

Epileptic  children  are  children  who,  not  being  idiots  or  imbeciles,  are 
unfit  by  reason  of  severe  epilepsy  to  attend  the  ordinary  public  elementary 

schools. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  this  return  children  who  are  blind  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act  are  divided  into  two  categories,  i.e.,  (1)  those  who  are 
totally  blind  or  so  blind  that  they  can  only  be  appropriately  taught  in  a 
school  or  class  for  totally  blind  children,  and  (2)  those  who  though  they 
cannot  read  ordinary  school  books,  or  cannot  read  them  without  injury  to 
their  eyesight,  have  such  power  of  vision  that  they  can  appropriately  be 
taught  in  a school  or  class  for  the  partially  blind. 

It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  children  who  are  able  by  means 
of  suitable  glasses  to  read  the  ordinary  school  books  used  by  children  with- 
out fatigue  or  injury  to  their  vision,  are  not  included  in  this  Table. 

(c)  It  should  be  understood  that  none  of  the  children  in  this  category 
should  in  fact  be  attending  public  elementary  schools.  When  numbers  are 
recorded  in  this  heading,  it  is  merely  because  at  present  the  insufficiency 
of  Special  School  accommodation  makes  it  impossible  to  do  better  for  some 
of  these  children  than  to  allow  them  to  attend  the  ordinary  school,  or 
because  there  is  some  other  reason  which  accounts  for  the  temporary 
attendance  of  the  children  at  the  ordinary  school. 
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(d)  Children  who  are  deaf  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  are  classified 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Table  as  (1)  totally  deaf  or  so  deaf  that  they  can 
only  be  appropriately  taught  in  a school  or  class  for  the  totally  deaf,  and 
(2)  partially  deaf,  i.e.,  those  who  can  appropriately  be  taught  in  a School 
or  class  for  the  partially  deaf. 

(e)  This  category  includes  only  those  children  for  whose  education  and 
maintenance  the  Local  Education  Authority  are  responsible,  and  should 
exclude  all  children  who  have  been  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  under 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

(f)  In  this  part  of  the  Table,  only  those  children  are  included  who  are 
epileptic  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

For  practical  purposes,  children  who  are  subject  to  attacks  of  major 
epilepsy  in  school  should  be  recorded  as  “severe"  cases  and  be  excluded 
from  ordinary  public  elementary  schools. 

(g)  Children  with  “open”  tuberculosis  are  of  course  promptly  excluded 
from  public  elementary  schools. 

(i)  The  exact  classification  of  physically  defective  children  is  ad- 
mittedly a matter  of  difficulty. 

(j)  These  are  children  whose  general  health  renders  it  desirable  that 
they  should  attend  Open  Air  Schools. 

(k)  These  are  children  who  are  suffering  from  a degree  of  crippling 
severe  enough  to  interfere  materially  with  a child’s  normal  mode  of  life,  i.e., 
children  who,  generally  speaking,  are  unable  to  take  part  in  any  complete 
sense,  in  physical  exercises  or  games  or  such  activities  of  the  school  curricu- 
lum as  gardening  or  forms  of  handwork  usually  engaged  in  by  other 
children. 

(l)  These  are  children  whose  defect  is  so  severe  as  to  necessitate  the 
provision  of  educational  facilities  other  than  those  of  the  Public  Elementary 
School.

NOTES  ON  TABLE  IV 

(a)  The  Table  deals  with  all  defects  treated  during  the  year,  however 

they  were  brought  to  the  Authority’s  notice,  i.e.,  whether  by  routine 
inspection,  special  inspection,  or  otherwise,  during  the  year  in  question  or 
previously. 

(b)  This  heading  includes  all  cases  that  received  treatment  under 
definite  arrangements  or  agreement  for  treatment  made  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority  and  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Education  under 
Section  80  of  the  Education  Act,  1921.  Cases  which,  after  being  recom- 
mended for  treatment  or  advised  to  obtain  it,  actually  received  treatment 
by  private  practitioners,  or  by  means  of  direct  application  to  Hospitals,  or 
by  the  use  of  hospital  tickets  supplied  by  private  persons,  etc.,  are 
entered  under  other  headings. 

(c)  If  any  treatment  is  given  for  more  serious  diseases  of  the  ear  (e.g., 
operative  treatment  in  hospital)  it  is  not  recorded  here. 

(d)  Particulars  as  to  the  measures  adopted  by  the  Authority  for  pro- 
viding treatment  for  other  types  of  defects  (e.g.,  for  orthopaedic  treatment) 
are  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

(e)  The  heading  “Specials”  in  this  Table  relates  to  all  children 
inspected  by  the  School  Dentist  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  the  routine 
inspection  of  children  in  one  of  the  age  groups  covered  by  the  Authority’s 
approved  scheme,  namely,  to  children  specially  selected  by  her,  or  referred 
by  Medical  Officers,  Parents,  Teachers,  etc.,  on  account  of  urgency.  The 
number  inspected  in  each  age  group  is  separately  shown,  as  well  as  the 
total,  but  under  “Specials”  only  the  total  number  is  given. 

(f)  A statement  as  to  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  for  cleansing  verminous  children  and  a record  of  the  cases  in 
which  legal  proceedings  were  taken,  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 
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
